'I epic for Sunday A p ril22nd, “ Train 
for Leadership.“ Exod. 3:7-12,4:10*12. 
A training for leadership implies 
a school of some sort. 
We cannot 
become proficient in any line unless 
we make a study of that subject. 
The school by which we train for 
leadership rests chiefly in experience. 
It is by knowledge which we develop 
more by contact with the world and 
its people than by studying books, 
although the latter has its place. 
As 
we 
often 
say 
“ Study 
Nature 
not 
books’* so we can say here study life 
not books. H ie school of reading is 
rather limited. 
We may study the 
principles 
of 
leadership as for in­ 
stance the assets of great leaders in 
history. 
This we do by reading the 
lives of such characters as Christ and 
Moses or of Washington and Lincoln. 
The school of experience is costly and 
often affords us little encouragement. 
Continued efforts and confidence in 
oneself 
is 
necessary. 
Experience 
comes 
only after watching others. 
The final step is reached in “ doing” . 


As Christian Endeavours, we can 
take lessons in leadership from the 
various sehools, we can profit by the 
mistakes of others. 
Let. us not make 
the common mistake cited by Rev. VV. 
II. G. Temple, “ A Laborous Leader**. 
Having read the .scripture lessons, 
he invited his cousin, a theological 
student in an Eastern Seminary, to 
send him an exegesis of the topic. 
He applied to his uncle, 
who had 
travelled in the holy land, to write 
him on this point. 
He went to the 
public library and procured volumes 
upon some side issue connected with 
the topic. He* arranged them both 
alphabetically 
and 
chronologically 
and finally made a topical list a- 
well, supplementing this with a refer­ 
ence index. B y way of illustration he 
secured several objects, charts and 
maps 
and after 
exhausting 
every’ 
possible 
source 
of 
information, 
he 
called the prayer-meeting committee 
together and laved before its mem­ 
bers the complicated yet wonderfully 
regulated results of his labors w'ith 
much surprise at the want of enthusi­ 
asm. 
Finally he wa* ready for the 
meeting, having made so much fuss 
over the whole matter that the so­ 
ciety was tired of the topic before 
they had a chance of considering it. 
As Rev. Temple says “ la-t the labor­ 
ous leader Take a hint and h.s work 
will be more acceptably done.” 
Let 
us likewise take a hint and take ad­ 
vantage 
of 
the 
opportunities 
that 
Christian 
Endeavor 
affords 
for 
a 
training in leadership. 
It is the only 
place in the whole of the Christian 
organization where young minds can 
find 
expression 
for 
their 
own 
thoughts, where original prayers can 
he offered, where 
spontaneous re- 
s,ponse can be given. 
It is the great 
school 
of 
leadership 
for 
young 
Christians. 
It is in Christian E n ­ 
deavor that we have an opportunity 
of acting as leader, an opportunity of 
leading in the capacity as President 
or officer. 
Christian Endeavor there­ 
fore affords us the optimum chances 
for a training in leadership.
